Claim 1, replace "which comprises" with "which method comprises contacting". 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

J. Chem. Soc, (C), 2739 (1971) is the only prior art uncovered from a search of 
the prior art which teaches decarboxylation of a 2-(2-carboxy-1-propenyl) derivative. 
However, this reference fails to teach decarboxylation with the required copper 
compound or nitrogen-containing aromatic compound. In this connection, the prior art 
fails to remedy the deficiency of this reference in teaching the copper and nitrogen 
compounds. Specifically, the prior art teaches decarboxylating a 1 ,1 dicarboxylic acid: 



See, for example, JP 49-66660 or Bulletin de la Societe Chimique de France 
(1967), (4), 141 1 (see CAS online citation 67:99679 [retrieved 7 February 2008] from 
STN; Columbus, OH, USA, attached). However, decarboxylating at the 1 position on 
the ring would not lend to any predictability of successful mono-decarbxoylating at the

2-(2-carboxy-1-propenyl) position, or suggest using the 2-(2-carboxy-1-propenyl) 
derivative as a starting material. 

Moreover, J. Chem. Soc, (C), 2739 (1971) shows that thermal treatment 
liberated 63% of the ring carboxy, see page 2741, right column. The instant examples 
show selectivity for the side-chain carboxyl around 69%, which is unexpected.
